"Local Broker’s Views. 


With regard to the proposed 
new and increased Stanip Duties, 
we interviewed.'a number of in- 
terested persons this morning. 

Mr. ¥. Satyth, the Chairman 
of the Hongkong Stock Exchange, 
stated that: he could not express 
any opinion until be had seen 
the draft of the Ordinance. Coh- 
tinuing, he said:—"It has taken 
us rather by surprise. I think it 
is only & matter of getting ac- 
customed to the new conditions.” 

“What is the opinion among 
investors and speculators?” our 
representative enquired. 

“We cannot tell. I have no 
doubt that the Government will 
help-us as far as they can.” 

“How do the brokers. view it?” 

“Wedo not like it, naturally, 
The repeal of the Keswick Ordin- 
ance, however, will do the share 
market a lot of good, Ut will 
make our forward transactions 
legal and actianable. We shall 
now be able to take people into 
Court on forward deals. It will 
make business far more healthy.” 

" Will it encourage speculation 
in. forwards?” 


““* Ts will not encourage forward 


gambling, but it will make 
genuine speculation safer for all 
concerned. The Stock Exchange 
expects to get a copy of the 
Ordinance. I hope to get a copy 
of it to-morrow.” ” 

“Did it come as a hombshell to 

the brokers?” asked our re- 
presentative. : 
. “We knew that there was a 
new Ordinance coming, but it is 
stiffer than we expocted. It isa 
case of getting used to the new 
conditions, The new impositions 
bring us. more into line with 
London.” 

“Can you tell: me what the 
revenue from share stamps at

Immense Progress of Her 
Industries. 


After.special inquiries extend- 
ing over some months and under 
‘uken by several skilled investi- 
gators (British and foreign) the 
Daity Mail has bezun a series of 
reports revealing the immense 
progress of German industries 
unger cheap wages and lon 
ours. : 

Having visited practically al 
the . main manufacturing ane 
cndustrial ceotres of Gemany. 
from Dresden to Frankfort. and 
from Nuremberg to Solingen witt 
the sole object of ascertaining the 
real position of the different 
German industries, the investig- 
ators condense their impressions 
into r few words. 


‘Private industry in (rermany 
s competent, intelligent, and

Production is on the. whol 
very satisfactory, anid the em- 
ployers ure optimistic. With a 
few exceptions business has been 
good and promises to recover 
completely sooner than ‘anybody 
could have possibly anticipated. 


But Germany, has a Govern- 
ment which, either for political 
reasons, as is generally believed 
in diplomatic circles, or 
through sheer incompetence

Lest on ao.plea of ignorance 
you shculd disclaim responsibility 
for What ‘la being done here in 


your ‘name, speaking. for tlie} 


representatives of the people of 
Ireland I now bring directly to 
your notics the following facts :— 

The troops in Ireland employed 
by your Government are not only 
waging ah unjust war upon our 
people, -but are carrying on that 
war-in & manner contrary to all 
rules of civilised warfare, 

In defiance of these rules your 
forces are guilty of :— 

1. The torturing of prisoners. 

2. The assassination of men 
and boys in their homes, on the 
streets, and in prison, P 

3. The murdering of women, 
of children, and of clergyman. 

4. The outraging of ‘Irish 
women and girls, 

5. Tae flogging and maltreat- 
ment of groups of civiliaus taken 
in the villages and countryside. 

6. The issuing and enforcing 
of “crawling”: and such like 
humiliating and degrading orders. 

7. The taking of men from 
thoir work and forcing them to 
do military duty or work at mili- 
tary labour,as slave gangs; the 
burning and looting of factories, 
creameries, shops, and dwolling: 
houses; the destruction of 
farmsteads and farm produco and 
the killing and maiming of live 
stock. 


“TRISH PEOPLE'S LAWFUL — 


EFFORT.” 

In order to help you to realise 
the situation, it is necossary to 
re-state this fact, ‘The Irish 
people are a free people. They 
acknowledge no right todominion 
over them on the part of the 
British Executive, the - British 
Legislature, or the British people. 
They are engoged in a lawful 
effort to demand a sacred right 
which you are invading.

In February 1919, proceeded 
Sir Edward, the Miners’ Federa- 
urged a strike and the Natfonal 
Demoeratic party, of which Mr. 
Walton had been elected a mem- 
her, issued a manifesto, in which 
it wos stated that the Government, 
in refusing the miners’ demands, 
rightly refus27d to make a jump 
in the dark without on investiga- 
tion into the facts. The manifesto, 
which was distributed at the 
pitheads also, said that a strike 
was wild folly” and “ criminal 
madness.” 

The plaintiff's branch passed 
a resolution declaring that, in 
supprrting the National De- 
mocratic party, Mr. Walton: was 
acting Contrary to Trade Union 
ideale, 


__Mr. James ‘Walion’s Action. 


in the Chancery Division before 
Mr. Jovatice Ruasell, asked Mr. 
. James Walton, M.P. for the Don 
Valley fora declaratiou that a. 
resolution passed by the Cauncil 
of the Yorkshire Miners’ Associa- 
tion’ in May 1919, expelling him 
from the Association, was uiira 
vires and. void, irregular, uncon- 
stitutional, and against public 
policy, and was passed. in bad 
faith. 


The defence was that Mr. 
Walton was rightly expelled, in 
accordance. with the rules of the 
Association. : 

Sir Edward Carson was leading 
counsel for the plaintiff, and Mr. 


Maugham, K.C., led for the York- 
' shire Miners’ Association. 
Mr Herbert Smith and other 
miners’ leaders wore present in 
Court. 


Sir Edward Carson said Mr 
Walton had for twonty-four years 
been working in a mine called the 
Manvers Main, and was for thirty- 
eight years o member of the 
Association. He had brought the 
action against the © Yorkshire 
Miners’ Association -and also 
against other defendantr, who 
wero divided into two classes, a 
nuwiber of the officials- of the 
Association and others who were 
trustees, 

Mr Walton, besides asking for 
a declaration that the resolution 

expelling him was udfra vires, void 
Hlegal, unconstitutional, againt 
public policy, and parsed in bad 
faith, asked for a declaration that 
the resolution, was bad, as being 
unauthorised by the constitution 
ofthe Association or. any of its 
rales, and claimed an injunction 
restraining the agents of tho 
Association from enforcing the 


If they could dismiss a member 
because he advised men not to 
strike, it might be that during a 


crisis the only advice that could 
be given would be to vote for a 
atrike. 


PETITIONER IN WITNESS- BOX. 
Mr. Walton was called and 


proved correspondence regarding 
the selection of Labour candidates 
for the Don Valley. 


Sir Edward Carson, concluding 


his arguments on behalf of the 
plaintiff, contended 
charge now put forward as the 
reason for his dismémborment 
was not. the real reagon which 
influenced the

Tho truth and the reality of the 
case was, he considered, that they 
wanted to seize upon anything 
which they could stand by and 
enable them to-get rid of Mr. 
Walton not for anything which 
he had done against the interests 
of his old Association, because he 
had not done anything, but 
because of his political action in 
xoing to a different Labour party, 
and because of hia vote on the 
Miltary Service Act. : 
Mr. Justice Russell, giving 
judgment, said there was no doubt 
thal the consequences of expul 
sion from the Association would 
ho very’ serious to Mr. Walton, 
He lost the benefits which he 
would otherwise enjoy under the 
rules, Jf at any time he ceased 
to he a member of Parliament 
and returned to the pit as a work- 
miner, it would be, to put it at its 
lowest, difficult if not impossible 
for him to obtain eroployment as 
a non-Union man on what he 
described as “the malicious 
scheme ground.” 


resolution. 
POLITICAL. - 


The defendants did not in their 
defence set out any charge] 
against the plaintiff, nor did they 
allege that he had done anything 
which entitled them to discharge 
him. They simply pleaded that 
he was discharged in pursuance 
of the ruler, 


Sir Edward declared that the 
action taken against Mr. Walton 
was really an action taken to get 
rid of him for public action which 
he waa entitled to take both asa 
member of the Manvers. Main 
branch and also and it was not 
unimportant- -in his capacity as 
a‘member of Parliament! 

“In ‘point of fact,” said Sir 
Edward, “we say he was dismiss: 
ed to pat it shortly, for political 
reasons and not for reasons that 
were concerned with tho Jegitim- 
ate objects of the Frade Union of 
which he was a member for so 
many years,” 

THE RULE. 

Counsel read some of the rules 
of the Association directing at- 
tention fo that declaiming that if 


a member had done anything 
detrimental ‘to the interests of 


his own branch the branch 
secretary had to report the 
Matter to the Council who had 
power to expel. If a member did 
anything detrimental to the inter- 
ests of the Association, the gone- 
rl secretary reported the matter 
to the Council. 
“We deny,” said Sir, Hdward, 
“that his branch secretary made 
any report to the Council, We 
deny, secondly, that the general 
secretary made any report to the 
‘Council averring that this gentle- 
man. had done anything which 
was detrimental to the Association 
as distinguished from his branch 


“We algo say that the members 
of tho Council did not all vate.” 


If the faeis were as he had 
stated, Mr Walton had nover 
been properly dismisged. 

Sir Edward said’ Mr Walton, 
who had four sons fighting, took 
a very slruuy veiw of the duty of 
the miners in reference tu the 
war. -In accordance with the 
scheme laid down for coming 
out, Mr Walton was very anxious 
that the miners should do their 

- duty, 


MILITARY SERVICE 
: CONTROVERSY. © 

Sir Edward told of a con- 
troversy which arose over the 
case of a checkweighman named 
Williams, who was drawn for 
military service. Mr Wilton 
wrote letters which uo doubt 
brought him into confligt with 
the Executive, and especially 
with Mr Williams, who was one 
of his judges. x 
Afterwards at the Genera 
Election in 1918. the plaintiff 
stood for the Don Valley and 
defeated Mr. Hough, who had the 
“support of the Yorkshire ‘Miners’ 
Association, Mr. Walton was 
returned by a very Jarge majority 
to Parlianient, “ where be still is 


His Lordship said he had e¢sn- 
siderod the evidence very care- 
fully, and the conlusion he had 
come to was thera was no 
evidence before him which could 
justify “the - allegations agains; 
any of the defendants. He had 
no doubt that somo members of 
the Association, as opposed to 
members of the Council, were 
actuated by ill-feeling against 
the plaintiff, and for that reason 
determined to get him’ expeller 
at any cost, but his Lordship was 
not justified in coining to any 
conclusion in the. direction of 
holding that any such scheme or 
mailice’ was brought home to any 
of the defendauts. 


Accordingly, so far as the claim 
was.based upon that first ground, 
it did not succeed. 

DELEGATES’ HANDS TIED. 

On the second ground of 
irregularity under the rules, his 
Lordshipsaid the supreme govern- 
ing body of the Association was 
the Council. The members of the 
Council were, ‘or should be,. free 
to vote in accordance with their 
own opinions and unfettered by 
any directions or instructions by 
the respective branches. The 
burden of expulsion was vested 
in the Council alone, and when a 
charge was made against” a 
member it was their duty ‘to see 
that the accused member was 
made acquainted with it, and that 
he had an opportunity of defend- 
ing himae}f. 

His: Lordship held that. a 
decision.on the question of ex- 
pulsion jnvolved thé Council 
making up their ‘minds upon the 
points as to wh+tirer the accused 
member had done, or omitted to 


do, anything within the rules, ~ 


His Lordship anid: he was 
uite satisfied that the reason 
for the Council's resolution ex-

pelling Mr. Walton was the 
manifesto which was signed by 
him in relation to the miners’ 
ballot taken at the instance of 
the Miners’ Federation of Great 
Britain. The Miners’ Federation 
advised the miners to vote fora 
strike. But Mr. Walton not 
unnaturally thought he was free 
to give advice the other way. 
He theréfore signed the document 
advising the men ta vote against 
a strike, , 

Had he merely signed the 
manifesto as James Walton, 
M.LP., instead of James Walton, 
M.P,, member 


could see no objection to the 
document, and he was glad to 
find the president of the Associa- 
tion agreed with. that view. 

Dealing with the resolution of 
dismemberment, his. Lordship 
considered that substantially all 
the delegates went to the meet- 
ing with their hands tied. ‘They 
were not free agenth, and 
merely recorded the decision 
of the majority of the members 
who happened to be in attendance 
at the meeting of the branches, 
He had no hesitation in saying 
that the resolution was passed in 
such a manner. as was contrary to 
the rules, and in his opinion the 
resolution could not possibly 
stand. 

On that ground of the claim 
plaintiff must succeed, His Lord- 
ship remarked that from first to 
last Mr. Walton had never been 
told what the real charge was 
against him. His Lordship. de- 
clared the -resolution void, and 
granted Mr. Walton the injunc- 
tion asked for. . 


GOLF SECRETS. 


— 


Film’ Revelations. 


British medical men and their 
friends who Were present at the 
house of the Royal Society of 
Medicine to hear the lecture by 
Dr Gustave Monod-Walter on 
the “Ultra Cinema" were’ in- 
terested in a film which showed 
the heard-beat, and apparently 
still more interested in atudying 
by the means of the retarded 
cinema how an oxpert drives a 
golf ball. Dr Monod-Walter 
kept. the golf film for ‘the 
end of his.demonstration and then 
found, as probably he had anticip- 
atod, that-it was a ‘most popular 
feature, : 

Dr, Monod-Walter showed films 
orepared by Marey’s Institute in 
Paris, which enable an analysis 
to be made of shots played by 
Lafayette and the one-armed 
professional Botcazou. It wos 
curious and almost exciting to 
watch the upward movement of 
the cluh, the slight hesitation at 
the top-of the stroke and apparent 
slight bringing forward of the 
club-head before the dewnward 
swing began, and then the sure 
clean passage of the club-head to 
meet tho ball. - 

Tho perfection of the “carry. 
through “ and the rigid adherence 
of-the player.to -the rule that the 
head must be kept down were 
revealed in a way that cannot be 
realised cither by watching a 
stroke plaved on the links or keé- 
ing.an ordinary cinema reproduc- 
tion of ashot. A mblick ethiot of 
tball being plaved ont-of o sand 
bunker was wonderfully presented, 
and pictures of a player holing 
out a short putt were equally 
absorbing. : ene 

When the bal! had been struck 
and was moving towards the hole 
it seemed ag though it must pull 
up before reaching the tin. and the 
audience broke into open laughter 
when the ball at length dropped 
over the edge of the turf and 
lowered itself out of sight. If 
the system could he put to 
general use by a clever instructor 
it would enable many indifferent 
golfers to see clearly where they 
fall into errors. 


HILL v. IMAGINATION. 

Dr Monod-Walter made‘several 
fresh comments on the game of 
golf, although he had to confess 
himself an indifferent playar. 
The psychology as well as the 
physiology of a player he thought 
would repay observation. As 
soon as a man puta hia will into 
his stroke, he said, he was done 
for, This was why children and 
beginners often played well. 
When they began to take an 
piers the game they were 
lost, : 

The best advice he could give a 
player who wished to reduce his 
handicap was that heshould work 
through his imagination and not 
his will. Ifhe imagined the flight 
of the ball‘he would probably play 


bis shot correctly.. If he were ; 


determined to make a stroke in a 
certain definite way the body did 
not obey hie will as quickly. as i+ 
would his imagination, and things 
went wrong. 

He added that the films which 
he showed did not fully carry. out

Mr. R. Hancock presided at an 
extraordinary meeting of ‘the 
Hongkong Cricket Club held last 
evening for the purpose of con- 
sidering the following resotu- 
tions :-— 

1. That the present Hongkong 
Cricket Club be wound up, and 
the Committee ‘bo authorised to 
take all necessary steps for that 
purpose. 

2..That the Committsa be 
authorised to regiater a Company

of the Memorandum and Articles 
of Association which will- bo sub- 
mitted to the Mecting. 


3. That the -Committes be 
authorisod to assign and hand 
over to the new Company, when 
registered, all the assets of the 
Club. 


Tho Chairman said :—~Beforo 
putting the tesolutions to the 
mecting I will endeavour to ox- 
plain to you the exact position of 
the Club. For some time past it 
has been felt by your Committee 
that this Club should be brought 
into line with othor institutions of 
a similar nature such as tho 
Hongkong Club and the Golf 
Club. In former days, with a 
small membership, .a privately 
owned members’ club was feasible, 
but with the greatly increased 
mombership it is expedient that 
the Club acquire a proper legal 
footing. The immediate causo of 
tho prosent resolutions is the 
proposal _ to build a new 
pavilion, which necessitates the 
issue of debentures. 


On consulting the Club's logal 
advisers it was ascertained that 
the Club not only. had no power 
under’ its rules to “i3sue de- 
bontures, but that, even were the 
rules amended, the Club could not 
legally issue debentures, and that 
liability for tho money borrow- 
ed would fall ‘personally on 
the Committee and, probably, 
pro rata upon-all the momboers, 
since the debentures would iv 
effect be nothing moro than | Msn 
L0.U's,, issued by the Club, and : 
would give no priority to the 
holders in the event of the Club 
being wound up.. In a concern 
which has reached the size of the 
present Cricket Club it is essen- 
tial that it should have somo 
recognised legal’ oxistenco’ and 
the regulations of a more 
claborate nature than those of 
the existing rules, which were 
not framed to meet the present 
circumstances. Once the Club 
has been registored as a limited 
Company by guarantoo, it can 
effectively issue debentures, 
which it is not at presont in a 
position to do. In taking the 
present steps the Club is only 
doing what has boon done by the 
other leading Clubs such as the

STAMP DUTIES. 


Lhe Bill, aiming to amend the Jaw of the Colony 
relating to Stamp Duty, ‘which was introduced into the 
Legislative Council yesterday is one that will undoubtedly 
require a great deal of consideration before its full effects 
are comprehended, Unless one .is extremely well versed in 
the technicalilies of stamp duty procedure and has 
knowledge of all the different instruments on which it is 
proposed that duty should be collected. there is not much 
to be gained from a study of the Ordinance itself. For 
general public purposes the knowledge is suflicient that 
stamp duties.in this Colony are being considerably increased 
and extended. The average man in the street will know 
that his cheques will cost him ten cents instead of five, ‘and 
in other small ways will come into contact with the altered’ 
conditions, but criticisin of the bulk of the proposals must 
be left to lawyers, bankers, brokers, and commercial men 
because, by: their callings, Uiey are qualified to speak. 

The public of this Colony need no further telling that 
the Government is spending more than it is receiving. To 
help meet the expected deficit it has already increased its 
taxes on property, tobacco and alcoholic liquors, it has kept 
the charges on harbour buoys at their same level, and now 
seeks to impose additional duty on almost every kind of 
document, Jt did intend taxing the. Chinese for the 
consumption of water, bul found that impracticable, The 
point for consideration is whether the Government jis not 
committing itself to too much expenditure, whether it is 


- Mot injudiciously extravagant, in directions that are not 


absolutely essential. Many people hold that this is su and 
point to our costly motor roads (especially the Magazine 
‘Gap Road) as being luxuries which the Government could 
shave foregone until better financial times. There are 
weighty arguments on both sides—arguments we have 
previously commented on. But we do think, in’ view of the 
rapid increase in taxation the past few weeks has witnessed, 


| last-named 


that the Government should give the public of this Colony 
the benefit of a definite pronouncement of policy. If, with 
decreasing revenues, it is going to maintain the present 
ratio of expenditure and find the extra money by means of 
continually increasing taxation, it might at least tell us so. 
If, on the other hand, it feels that ‘present taxation is high 
enough having regard to the prosperity and welfare of the 
Port and that a better attempt must be made to control ex- 
penditure to the. Government's present limit ‘of known 
income, then we should know that also. This knowledge is 
vital to tae Colony’s best interests and should’ be given in 
fairness to the private and commercial ‘interests of us all. 
‘There can be no question that many of the new duties 
under the present Bill will be a little difficult of collection 
and that others will be most strenuously opposed by ‘com- 
inercial, interests. Both the Elon. Mr. Pollock and the 
Hon. Mr. Holyoak clearly indicated this when they asked 
for tinie for consideration, One very important fact is 
that it is sought the make the payment of stamp duty com- 
ulsory on forty-two out of the forty-six documents covered 
in the schedule, whereas at Home the payment of most of 
the stamp duties is voluntary. Here it is intended to make 
the non-stamping of any instrument a criminal matter, and 
one wonders whether the Government is contemplating the 
appointment of a small arty of inspectors to keep track of 
the hundreds of agreements that are made daily. The Bill 
covers so wide a ground that to attempt a detailed criticism 
here would he impossible. Whilst we are interested in the 
fate of its many provisions, we are far more interested in 
the general question of the Colony’s finances—whether the 
Government intends to keep calling for more money, or 
whether it is going to call a halt-to some of its ‘more 
spectacular enterprises. And that, is what would interest 
the majority of residents,

French Enterprise. 

A general state of prosperily 
has been reported from French 
colonies in recent years, which 
has no doubt encouraged the 
Briand Cabinet ta ombark upon 
an ambitious programme of all- 
round development, in apite of the 
strained financial situation. ‘The 
scheme comprises some fourteen 
heads, all of a substantial charac- 
ter, coveting possessions in 
various parts of Africa and in 
Asia. An item of interest to 
those using the Messageries 
Maritimes service on their journ- 
eys betwoon East and West is 
that Jibouti, the sottlement 
opposite Aden, is to be fitted up 
as a port of call. At present 
liners have to anchor a long way 
out while those wishing to land 
are tossed about over the inter- 
voning two miles’ or so in such 


tough-and-ready raft as the: 


native boatmen may havo avail- 
able. Whon the going is heavy 
the journey leaves. little time to 
spond on shore. Of nearer interest 
are the plans for Indo-China. 
When tho Governor-General, M. 
Maurice Long, visited: his home- 
land recently, he adumbrated a 
lengthy list of developments, 


including the enlargement of the |8.S 


harbour at Saigon. The harbour 
improvements are to be extended 
to Cholon, a suburb of - Saigon; 
and similar works are to be 
undertaken at Haiphong, Tourane 
and at Kwang-Chau-Wan. This 
territory, covering 
somo 400 sq. miles, was leased to 
France by China at about the 
time that the New Territories 
wero leased to Britain. It is also 
intended to tako in hand the 
projected continuation of the 
Saigon-Tourano railway lino to 
Haiphong. M. Long, when in- 
trodycing the development pro- 
posals to tho authorities at Paris, 
expressed the -belief that a loan 
covering’a large part of the heavy 
cost could be raised in Indo-China, 
so the Governor-General is 
evidently confident of the French 
colony’s progress. 


A Posthumous Honour. 


The late General Gallieni, who 
played a dramatic part in turn- 
ing back the Germans from the 
capital of the invaded country in 
the opening weeks of the war, has 
been created, posthumously, a 
Marshal of France. Bogus 
vehicles were used to decéive the 
German aerial observers as to 
the number of reinforcements, 
with the result that von Kluck 
decided not to continue his 
advance upon the city, which has 
excited much speculation as to 
the effect upon the course of the 
campaign. In the earlier days 
of the conflict it was proposed to 
confer the title of Marshal of 
France, which had been dormant 
for a long while, upon Joffre. In 
point of fact, the then French 
Commander-in-Chief was in ws 
somewhat difficult position, for 
he: was informally Generalissimo 
of the Allied Forces with inforior 
rank to the British leader, Fiold- 
Marshal Sir John French. The 
title of Marshal is now borne by 
Joffre as well as by Foch, the 
latter of whom is probably unique 
in being a Marshal both of France 
and of Britain. Apropos this, a 
piquant episode is related of 
the famous French ~ soldier's 
visit to Buckingham Palace 
during his stay in London 
for the Peace celebrations. “ Mar- 
shal Foch ", announced the fiinc- 
tionary as the distinguished 
leader was about to be ushered 
into the Royal presence. " Field- 
Marsha] Foch”, gently corrected 
his Majesty. ; 


Ocean Libraries. 


The seafarer's mental wants as 
well as his physical needs are 
being catered for in these days, 
A few months ago we read of a 
library being tried with suc- 
cess by a British firm of ship- 
owners, and, with the Carnegie 
Trust co-operating, the literary- 
minded navigator—who appears 
to be not such a rare bird as might 
be supposed—is likely to be 
pretty well supplied. The Trust 
has made a preliminary grant of 
£1,000 towards the expense of 
providing ship’s libraries for the 
crews of British merchant vesaels, 
It is stated that the results of an 
experiment on the Blue Fun- 
nel liner Auneas, of the Austra- 
lian service, were most encourag- 
ing. It would be interesting to 
know what literary fare appeals 
to Jack. Did the crew road 
Captain Marryat, on the principle 
of the busman’s holiday ?—or did 
the name of their ship send them 
to Virgil for details of “Arma and 
the Man”?

- THE BOOKSHELF. * 
(By Librarian.”) 


CONRAD REVE ALS HIMSELF, 

For a long time now a pesuliar 
interest has attached to Joseph 
Conrad from the fact that he 
presents the rare, if not unique, 
spectacle of a Slav who 18 a 
master of English prose. In 
another respect too, if not unique, 
his case is at least uncommon. 
From the daye of Smollett (one 
might go back to Raleigh, 
or, for the matter of that, to 
Alfred the Great, sometimes 
spoken of as founder of the Fleet) 
naval men have contributed to 
letters, but it is seldom that we 
hear ofa member of the Morcan- 
tile Marine in that capacity. ‘For 
some years Mr. Conrad had practi- 
cal experience of the sea, and he 
holds a master's certificate. I have 
forgotton the distinguished 
novelist’s' vernacular name— 


Conrad is not a nom-de-plume, but, 


an Anglicised name. 

More than a quarter of 
a century has passed since 
Mr. Conrad took to the pen. 
Since he wrote “Typhoon” some 
eighteen years ago,-he has been 
admired of the cognoscenti,’ but 
for a long while he did not take 
with the public at large, though 
I judge that this state of things 
has been remedied by now. 

Ihave entitled these observa’ 
tions “Conrad Reveals Himself’ 
in keeping with the autobiograp- 
hical character of the work. 
“Notes on Life and Letters,” 
which Mr. Conrad has just 
published. The volumo is, how- 
ever, autobigraphical only in a 
very broad sense... But if tho 
author of “Typhoon" does not 
tell us o great deal about his own 
life, he tells us.a good deal about 
his views of life in general, and 
the relation between life and art. 

In. essay after essay he sots 
forth tho creed of the artist as ha 
conceives it. He demands of the 
artist first of all “the cherishing 
of an undying hope” :— 

“Hope, it will not be contested. 
implies ull the piety of effort and 
renunciation. It is the God-sent 
form of trust in the magic force 
and inspiration belonging to the 
life of this earth. We are in- 
clined to forget that the way of 
excellence is in the inteltectual, 
as distinguished from emotional, 
humility. What one feols ao 
hopelessly barren in. declared 
pessimism is just its arrogance. 
It seems as if the discovery made 
by many mon at various times 
that thero is much evil in the 
world were a source of proud and 
unholy joy unto’ some of 
the modern writers. 
frame of mind. is not the proper 
one in which to approach 
seriously the art of fiction.

Ina remarkable chapter upon 
Henry James, Mr. Conad even 
prophesies the survival of the 
artist and the artist's hope in: the 
last days of the dying earth.
